REFUSE TO SETTLE STRIKE. 


Nineteen Colorado Coal Companies 
Reject Foster’s Suggestion. 


DENVER, April 30.—Nineteen 
operating companies of Colorado—prac- 
tically all within the State—refused to- 
day to consider a suggestion made by 
Chairman M. D. Foster of the House 
Mines Committee that negotiations for 
settlement of the Co.orado coal mine | 
strike be entered into on the basis that} 
the recognition of unions had been for- 
mally waived by the United Mine Work- 
ers of America. 

This refusal was announced after a 
telegram which Dr. Foster had sent to 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., in New York, 
calling on him to settle the strike with- 
out recognizing the union, had been re- 
ferred to the mining companies of this 
State.

that he was fighting epidemic of 
fever. 

“When Madero was deposed as Presi- 
dent Dr. Ryan was imprisoned and sen- 
tenced to be shot,’’ said Mrs. Lawler, 
‘but strong pressure was brought by 
Henry Lane Wilson, former American 
Ambassador, and he was released.” 

Mrs. Lawler said that when she re- 
ceived the report to-night that ‘her 
brother was to be executed she tele-! 
graphed Secretary Bryan urging quick | 
action to save his life. 
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In making known that he had taken this 
action, Secretary Bryan said that it | 
would not be fair to speak of the course 
of the United States as a “ cessation of 
hostilities.’ The point made by Mr. 
Bryan was that far as the United 
States was concerned there had been no 
actual hostilities in Mexico except to the 
extent that it was found necessary to 
defend the American forces in taking 
and holding the Custom House at Vera 
Cruz.

tate Medical Socie Seolety Asks Con- 
gress for Stringent Laws. 


Congress was appealed to yesterday 
by the Medical Society of the State of 
New York to provide more stringent 
measures for the enforcement of the} 
immigration exclusion law against in- 
sane and mentally defective immigrants. 
The physicians who ended their annual 
meeting in the Hotel Astor said that 
the present system of admitting immi- 
grants was a menace to the public 
health of the country and placed an 
unjust burden upon the State for the 
care of the mentally defective. 

The physicians adopted unanimously 
a resolution urging congress to provide 
for the mental examination of all ar- 
riving immigrants by physicians in the 
United States Public Health Service; 
for adequate facilities for the detention 
and mental examination of immigrants 
by experts in the diagnosis of insanity 
and mental disease at all the large ports 
of entry, with a detail of American 
medical officers on all immigrant ships, 
and for an equitable share by the Fed- 
eral Government of the vost of main- 
tenance of insane immigrants who are 
now cared for by the State. Expeditious 
deportation methods are asked for to 
relieve the State institutions of the care 


of insane aliens. 

Dr. Thomas W. Salmon of the Na- 
tional Committee on Mental Hygiene, 
speaking for the resolution, said there 
were confined in the State hospitals for 
the insane last year 9,244 aliens, whose 
care cost the State $2,500,000,

House—only the pretense of one. The 
question put up to the jury in my case 
was not “Is Leo M. Frank guilty?” 
but it was ‘* Whose life shall it be— 
Frank's or yours? " and they decided 
accordingly. 

I do not so much blame the courts 
and jurors for denying me justice and 
a fair trial. It is the people them- 
selves who are responsible. It is they | 
who have compelled the Judges and the | 
jurors to decide as they have. I feel 
that I have a right to appeal to the 
people, because they are the last court 
of this State, higher and more power- 
ful than all the other courts. 

Was there ever a case in a Georgia 
Court House when the jury rejected 
the testimony of elght good white 
women in favor of the word of a de- 
graded negro? Conley not only con- 
tradicted me, but also Miss Corinthia 
Hall, Mrs. Emma Clarke Freeman, 
Mrs. J. A. White, Miss Rebecca Care 
son, Miss Helen Kerns, Miss May 
Pick, Miss Dora Small, and Miss Julia 
Fuss.

I say to the people of Atlanta that 
if the jury had not been intimidated 
by the fear of death and been left free 
to express its convictions it would 
never have rejected the testimony of 
these eight white women in favor of 
that of a negro. Let it be admitted 
that most of these ladies were in the 
employ of the National Pencil Factory, 
would that circumstance make the 
word of a negro more ‘reliable than 
theirs and more worthy to be believed 
by twelve white men, a negro who was 
trying to save his own neck?

FOR BRANCH BANKS IN EAST. 


McAdoo Wants Them, Despite Will- 
iams—$77,548,500 Subscribed.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—It became 
known to-day that Secretary McAdoo 
of the Treasury disagrees with John 
Controller of the Cur- 
rency, in his opposition to the establish- 
ment of branch banks of the new re- 
gional system in cities east of tne Mis- 
sissippi. Mr. Williams, it is understood, 
adheres to his original position that 
branch cities in the East, where rail- 
road communication is rapid, will merely 
mean an increased expenditure without 

proportionate increase in efficiency, 
Mr. Williams’s opposition to branch 
banks some time ago was so pronounced 
that the impression got abroad that the 
Treasury Department was definitely set 
against any branch banks east of the 
Mississippi.

EXPLAINS ITS CONTRACTS 


No Special Favors Granted by Le- 
high Railroad, it Is Declared—Ac- 
mits Reaping Large Profits. 


The Lehigh Valley Coal Sales Com- 
pany filed in the Federal District Court 
yesterday its answer to the equity suit 
brought against it under the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act by the Government. It 
sets forth facts concerning its business 
relations with the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
way Company, the Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company, and other corporations which 
were also named as defendants, to dis- 
prove the allegation that it is so closely 
united with the railroad company and 
its coal-land holding subsidiary, the Coal 
Company, as to constitute an illegal 
monopoly. 

The Lehigh Valley Coal Sales Company 
was formed on Jan. 22, 1912, after the 
Supreme Court had handed down a de- 
cision against a railroad owning the ceal 
mines of which it carried the produce. 
The company has always represented 
itself to be a corporation under a com- 
pletely distinct Directorate from that of 
the railroad and with

tention which the Government has at- 
tacked and which the Coal Sales Com- 
pany is trying to substantiate.

although its first officers were also of- 
ficers of the Lehigh Valley Coal Com- 
pany’s sales agency force and its Di-

temporary reduction in price was rea- 
sonable, in that most of its business was 
to be the sale of the Coal Company’s 
products and it had to develop new 
markets perhaps at no profit, possibly 
at a loss. 

The defendant admits that its profits 
have been large in the two years of its 
existence, but the general suspension in 
the anthracite region in April and May, 
1912, caused a great shortage and fear 
of possible shortages in the following 
Winter. The gross business in 1912 
amounted to $35,202, 158, and in 1918 to 
$40,018,724, but it is said conditions in 
the opening months of 1914 warrant no 
expectation of abnormal prefits for the 
current year. 

The answer of the Coal Sales Company 
closes with a general denial of any con- 
trol over its acts by the railroad com- 
pany or the enjoyment on its part of 
any special privileges from the railroad. 
Tt also defends ite centract with the Coal 
Company as being founded on sound 
business ae, and it is denied that 
if it lost this contract it would lose its 
sole business. The contract, it is also 
asserted, does not prevent the railroad 
from fixing any freight tariff it pleases 
or the Coal Sales Company from charg- 
ing any prices for its coal. Conse- 
quently the contract is in no sense in 
restraint of interstate trade and com- 
merce. 

So the Coal Sales Company, after also 
citing various technica! defenses in case 
it should wish to avail itself of them, 
prays that the petition of the Govern- 
ment as against it be dismissed with 
costs. The answer of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company will be filed in a few 
days.

Harmful Because Sleep During 
Day Is Difficult. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THe Times has so often given its 
powerful support to impertant kbor 
legislation for women that I venture 
to ask space for a reply to your com- 
ment this morning upon the night-work 
case now pending in our courts. 
case is to determine the constitutionality 
of the law prohibiting employment of 
women in factories between 10 P. M. 
and 6 A. M. 

You state that if the law under con- 
sideration were im the category of those 
which make for “* racial welfare,’’ ‘‘ not 
a reasonable werd is to be said against 
it."” But night work seems to you harm- 
less. 

Any one who reads the report of the 
New York Factory Investigating Com- 
mission on the night work of women in 
this State, in response to which the law 
was enacted last must con- 
vinced that such work is not conducive 
to racial welfare.

BANK SUBSCRIPTIONS GROW. 


Nine Have Over Minimum—Total 
at Present $77,548,500. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—Nine of the 
twelve Federal reserve banks to-day had 
more of thelr stock subscribed than the 
minimum of $4,000,000 fixed by law. 
The total national bank subscribers in 
the twelve districts, according to a 
statement of the Treasury Department, 
was 4,560, of a membership of 7,497, 


and the total amount of stock subscribed 
was $77,548,500. 

An amendment to the Federal Re- 
serve Banking act, to enable State 
banks or trust companies to deposit re- 
serve funds in other State banks or 
trust companies in States where such 
action was permitted by State laws, 
was, favorably reported to the Senate 
to-day .

RULES ON DEFAULTEDBONDS | 


Stock Exchange Sales Must Be with 
Unpaid Coupons Attached. 


Because no preparation has been made 
by the companies to pay interest due 
to-day, the Committee on Securities of 
the Stock Exchange has ruled that 
transactions in the 4 per cent. gold 
bonds, due in 2002, of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany must carry the May 1 coupon. 
The same ruling applies to the general 
lien 5 per cent. gold bonds of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany and the sinking ‘und 4% per cent. 
bonds of the Institution for the En- 
couragement of Irrigation Work and 
Development of Agriculture, Series A. 

The last named securities are guar- 
anteed as to principal and interest by 
the Mexican Government. There are 
$25,000,000 of the bonds outstanding. 
Speyer & Co. on Wednesday obtained 
a writ of attachment against the Na- 
ation Bank of Mexico for $235,561, part 
of the funds forwarded to this city to 
pay the interest on the bonds.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—After Nght rains 
@uring the last twenty-four hours, the 
Weather has generally cleared over the east- 
ern half of the country, with a decided fall 
in temperature over the Ohio Valley and the 

. Middle Aviantic States, and high pressure pre- 
vails east of the Rocky Mountains, 
fm the South Atlantic States and the South- 
West, with low temperatures that extend 
Westward into the Middle Plateau. 

In the West conditions are unsettled, witn 
rains over interior districts, except the North- 
west, and with low temperatures, except in 
the Coast States. 

The principal centre of disturbance is over 
extreme Western Texas, and it will cause 
@ continuance of the unsettled, rainy weather 
during the next two days in the Central 
Rocky Mountain region and the Southwest 
end its extension during Friday night or Sac- 
urday into the East Gulf States, the Mis- 
souri and Middle Mississippi! Valieys. 

Scattered showers are also probable Friday 
in the southern portion of the South Atlan- 
tic States. Elsewhere fair weather will pre- 
vail Friday and Saturday. 

Low temperatures will continue over the 
Morthern and central portions of the coun- 
try and it will be cooler Friday tn the South- 
east. 

Winds along the north and Middle Atlantic 
Coasts Friday and Saturday will be gentile 
to moderate north; South Atlantic Coast, 
moderate, variable.
